The Salvador Congress Ratifles 
the Treaty of Peace. 


A New Constitutional Treaty Between the 
Central American ‘Bepablics—The Town 
of Colon Visited by a Conflagration 
—Protest Against Republican Reforms in 
Brazil—The New Shipping Federation— 
The Irish Leaders—Horror at a Wedding 
—A German Officer’s Suicide—The Recent 
Meeting of the German and Austrian 
Emperors—Foreign News. 


Paris, Sept. 2. — The floods in the Depart- 
ment ot Gard have caused much damage to 
property. On Sunday the River Rhone rose 
nineteen feet and the town of Beaucaire was 
flooded. At Vallerangu on the Herault, 
thirty-nine miles northwest of Nimes, the 
river overflowed its banks and undermined a 
portion of the cemetery. A number of coffins 
were washed out and together with their con- 
tents floated down the river. 

The Ardeche River is greatly swollen. At 
Aubenas a dike collapsed and the surround- 
ing country was flooded. Houses were under- 
mined by the waters and fell and the vine- 
yards throughout the district were devas- 
tated. Three person were killed. The Garon 
Riverin the Department of Gard has also 
overflowed its banks. The country along the 
river with its standing crops, is an immense 
swamp. The Moussa Bridge has been de- 
stroyed and the railroad and telegraphic ser- 
vices have been stopped. The Avignon and 
Caderousse districts along the Rhone in the 
Department of Vancluse are submerged and 
the workshops and factories have been 
closed. 


Affairs in Central America. 

Orrr OF SAN SALVADOR, Sept. 23.—The Sal- 
vador Congress yesterday ratified the full 
treaty of peace between this cohntry and 
Guatemala as formuiated by the diplomatic 
corps, with the exceptions of Arts. 3 andé4, 
which are to be reformed by a commission to 
be sent to Guatemala for the purpose, This 
ratification is now nothing more than a form, 
as all the stipulations of the treaty have been 
complied with in the election of President 
Ezeta. The committee who are to go to 
Guatemala will consist ofa minister plenipo- 
tentiary and two attaches, who are to carry 
with them instructions for the kor- 
mation of a new constitutional 


> President Exzeta has been suthor- 
ized to name the committee, and will make 
the appointments some time this week. It is 
quite probable that Dr. Francisco Galindo 
will be named as the President of the com- 


mittee and Minister Plenipotentiary to Gua- 


temala and Honduras. The brother of the 
President, Gen. Antonio Ezeta, has been 
named Commander-in-Chief of the Salvador 
army. Gen. Guirola continues to act as Gen- 
eral Minister, and the President wili form his 
full cabinet during the next few days, Special 
Envoys are to be sent from here to Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, and President Ezeta has ex- 
pressed his intention of having diplomatic 
agente In each of the Central American Ro- 
publics. 


Senor Pou’s Mission. 


Crry or MEexico, Sept. 23.—Senor Pou, who 
leaves here in afew days for Washington as 
Saivador’a representative in the United 
States, carries with him lettersto Secretary 
Blaine, requesting the United States to name 
aspecial and separate representative of that 
country to Salvador. It is understood that 
President Ezeta has cabled Senor Pou that the 
Salvador Congress has approved of this step 
being taken. 


The Shipping Federation. 


Loxpon, Sept. 23.—The newly formed Ship- 
ping Federation now embraces almost the 
whole of the ship-owning interests of the 
United Kingdom. Its objects are to deal 
with labor questions of all kinds, to protect 
officers, crews and servants of shib-owners 


ganizations or their members; to counteract 
the effects of agitations against the shipping 
interests; to deal with cases of conspiracy and 
to indemnify ship-owners whose vessels are 
delayed by the authority of, or in consequence 
ofthe measures taken by the federation.’’ 
Other Industries and interests, more or less 
associated with shipping, are connecting 
themselves with the movement, and it is bo- 


‘Heved that the shipping interests throughout 


the British colonies will join the federa- 
tion. It is virtually a vast mutual 
insurance against unjustifiable strikes. Free 
labor agente, of whom there are already many 
in Great Britain, will be encouraged to keep 
lists of non-union menwilling to be employed, 
and in the event of a strike, such will be 
engaged, at higher wages if necessary, than 
that paid to Unionists. The Federation has 
adopted for a motto ‘‘Defense, not De- 
flance.’’ Operations are to be controlled 
from central offices in London, and immediate 
relief supplied in any part ot the three king- 
doms. The Federation asserts that avast num- 
ber of the Trade- Unionists have joined, or ro- 
mata in their societies solely because they are 
afraid of standing aloof from them; and that 
they would willingly free themselves from the 
control of the trade organizers and bé con- 
tent to make their own bargains with their 
employers, if they felt themselves at liberty 
to do 80.

nestioned that they would vote for Frank if 
there was no other name presented, but if 
there was they would give him their support.

This news spread rapidly, but 
most of the spectators regarded it only 
as an Idle rumor. They were surprised and 
even amazed, however, when they saw it was 
correct. 

It was distinctively a Filley convention.

Pat Dyer and George Bain rep- 
resenting the Silk Stocking contingent, 
run just a bout in it, and notbin 
more. The Congressional Committee ha 
taken the pains to see that Congressman 
Frank got but little quarter in that conven- 
tion in its selection of delegates. 

CALLED TO. ORDER. 

The convention was calied at 10:30 o’clock 
by Chairman Michael Foerstel. The call for 
the convention was read by Secretary 
Schweickhardt. Mr. Foerstel made a short 
speech, harmony and good 
feeling. announced that the 
Congressional Committee had selected 
Chauncey I. Filley as temporary 
chairman and ©. H. F. Rohlfing as secretary. 

„De ole man’’ made his usual speech on 
taking the chair. He referred to the election 
efthethree Congressmen from this city in 
1888 and said the Republicans of St. Louis had 
done galiant work and should continue to do 
the same service forthe party.

The Wabash track winds its way through 
Forest Park fromthe southeast to north- 
west and emerges at Union avenue. The 
track then continues west on a straight line 
600 feet north of the park until it reaches For- 
sythe Junction when it curves northwest 
rather sharply. The St. Louis, Kansas City 
& Oolorado tracks begin at the point 
of the curve and continue in a 
direct line west through St. Louis County. 
All the Colorado freight and passenger trains 
come into and go out of the city over this 
track, and all the C., B. 4 C0. and Wabash 
trains use the Wabash track, making this 
junction one of the most important in the 
elt y. 

THB TRAIN WAS LATE. 

The evening Creve Cour accommodation 
train is due atthe Union Depot at 7:10 o’clock 
every. evening, and has the right of way at 
Forsythe Junction at7 o’clock, when it should 
be there, ten minutes being allowed to make 
the run to the depot. The Denver Cannon 
Bal, a fast express train, is due 
at the Union Depot every evening at 
7:20 o’ clock and should havea clear track at 
Forsythe Junction at 7:10 o’clock, when it 
reaches there as the Creve Cour accommoda- 
tion, the last train to pass before it, should be 
intown by that time. Yesterday evening, 
however, the Creve Cour train had to make 
several stops before it reached Forsythe Sta- 
tion to pick up twenty or more section-hands 
along the road, and it pulled up at Forsythe 
five minutes late. 


THE SIGNAL WAS WHITE. 

The signal on topef the station-house was 
white on the Colorado side and white on the 
Wabash side when the train pulled up. E. L. 
Burrill, conductor of the Creve Cour train, 
wentintothe station and reosived a written 
**release’’ from 8. O. Park, the boy train dis- 

atcher, and told his engineer to pull out. 

he ewitch is but twenty-five yards from the 
station, and the train moved siowly over it to 
givethe brakeman time to throw it for the 
nexttrain. Just at this moment the thunder 
of the Cannon Ball““ was heard coming 
around the curve at twenty-five or thirty 
miles an hour. 

THE COLLISION WAS INEVITABLE. 

The switchman swunghis lanturn as the 
headlight ot the approaching train made its 
appearance, an ot out ot tine way. Con- 
ductor Burrill saw it and jumped from the 
platform. Charles W. Heward, the engineer 
ef the Connon Ball““ depended on his fire- 
man seo the signal, and had 
been told on the curve when

house that the track was clear. When within

larcoach. The weightof the ‘‘Cannon Bail’’ 
train was so greatit was only slightiy dam- 
aged. It was made up of a baggage Car, pas- 
Senger coach and Pullman sleeper. 

JUMPED AND AVID THEIR LIVES. 

There were twenty-two men in the combina- 
tion car of the Creve Cour train, and nearly 
every one of them was hurt. F. W. Ashmead, 
the engineer of the Creve Cour engine, heard 
the rumble of the train behind him, and look- 
ing out he saw what was coming. Telling W. 
O. Scheneck, his fireman, to jump, they both 
climbed out of the cab windows, ran alon 
the running-board over the engine, an 
dropped off down the embankment as the col- 
lision occurred, just in time to save their 
lives. Both were shaken up internally and 
had to be carried to the city. 

Joe Nelson, newsadDoy on the Creve Cour 
train, was sitting in the bagcage end of the 
combination car when the tender of the en- 
gine slid into the car and crushed him. He was 
carried to his home, 2226 Caroline street. 

The blow from the rear was 80 sharp and 
sudden that it snapped the iron supports of 
every seat in the passenger end of the combi- 
nation car in which the section hands were 
sitting, and every man in the car performed a 
beck somersault, piling upon each other in a 
mixed beap oi cushions, broken iron and tin 
pails. Strange to say, not one of them was 
seriously injured. There was no one in the 
next coach.

THE PULLMAN CONDUCTOR INJURED. 

In the Cannon Ball““ train only two per- 
sons were badly hurt. Frank Dunstford, the 
Pullman conductor, was standing on the 
platform of his car when he was thrown for- 
ward against the rails and bruised about the 
breast and back. He was taken to the Dis- 
pensary where Dr. Steinmetz eased his suffer- 
ings and sent him to his home, 723 Haven 
street. His injuries are not fatal.

PROMPT ARRIVAL OF THE AVBULANCE. 

The moment the collision occurred help 
was telegraphed for aud Dr. Williamson of 
Cabanne place was the first physician at the 
scene. Tne ambulance wagon made the 
fastest trip of five miles on record, arriving at 
the wreck thirty minutes after the accident, 
James Lynch, the driver, having made the 
horses gallop all the way at a fire engine gait. 

WHO MADE THE BLUNDER. 

That a blunder was made by some one is ap- 
parent, and various stories of how the acci- 
dent occufred implicate as many persons, 

The first story heard after the wreck was 
told by 8. C. Park, the young man in charge 
ot the station, who said he arrived at his vost 
a few minutes late and found the place de- 
serted. The young iad he relieves, he 
claims, left the piace thinking he was near by. 
‘(The Creve Cour train was late and 1 had it 
blocked off, but as it came before the express 
I gave it ine track. As it passeed by I pulled 
in the signal on that side and threw up the red 
light en the other side to block the ‘Cannon 
Ball.“ I had the white light up first but put 
up the red in time to shut of the ‘Cannon 
Ball’ if the engineer had watched,’’ 

ANOTHER STORY. 

John 8. Crossland, freman of the Cen- 
non Ball’’ engine said, I saw the white 
light on top of the house when around the 
curve and said ‘all right’ to Heward, who 
did not slacken his speed. When we were 
coming out of the ourve and near the station 
the red light dropped almost in our faces. It 
wes too late then. I told Heward to jump 
and 1 dropped off. We could not have 
stopped that train to save our lives in so 
short a pace. 

The brakeman of the same train who would 
not give his mame claims the red light was 

utup when the engine was within a coach 
ength of the station. : 

THE DEAD ENGINEER BLAMED. 

Atrainman Who was standing on the plat- 
form, but who refused to give his name, says 
he saw the white light up when the train was 
on the curve, but the rea light came down in 
time to shut off the train if it was seen in 
time. He said it would be learned later that 
the fireman saw the white light for an open 
track when some distance down the ourve, 
and feeling secure did not look at the station.

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| OPENING OF THE UNITED STATES CIRCUIT 


OOURT BY JUSTICE MILLER. 


Court Formalism Not Seen in St. Louis for 
Three Long Years—How the Justice 
Bewed to the Barand the Bar Bowed te 
the Jastice—Judge Thayer Passes Upen 
Some important Questions, . 


Samuel Miller, Associate Justice of the Zu- 
preme Court of the United States, assigned to 
the Eighth Judicial Cireuit, rested his hands 
upon the United States Circuit Court bench 
this morning and bowedto the bar of St. 
Louls. The bar had risen on his 
entrance and gracefully and with 
one accord it returned that 
bow. Justice Miller sat down. Circuit 
Judge Caldwelitook the seat en the Jus- 
tice’s right. District Judge Thayer took the 
seat on the Justice’s left. Then the bar of 
St. Louis subsided into the chairs from which 
it had risen. . 

Balliff Bertrand when he saw the Justice 
and the Jadges lining up in the 
Circuit Court chambers preparatory to the 
grand entry bad rapped upon the Marshal's 
table and Deputy Clerk Haid had announced 
that the honorable Oireult Court was open for 
the transaction of business. But it was not 
until the bow was quite finished that the court 
was really open. 

Every seat in the court room was taken. It 
has been three years since the bar of St. 
Louis has seen a Justice of the Supreme 
Court; three years since that bar has had the 
pleasure of bowing to the senior Associate 
Justice of that remarkable court. So it mat- 
tered not how much business the bar had in 
that court, it was there. 

It waited patiently while Judge Tnayer read 
6 Ee opinion, in which it haa little interest, 
anticipating all the while a treat when the 
lips of the Justice should move. At last the 
time ame. The opinion was finished. 

Justice Miller’s lips moved. Eagerly ears 
were strained to eaten the seund of 
his voice. His first sentence went into 
silence unheard. His second sentence rolled 
out magnificently. His voice had lifted itseif 
to the proportions of the room. 

The Marshal will call the names of the 
jurors. 

That is what the Justice said, and the bar 
waited patientiy until he should speak again. 
It waited through the long call of jurors and 
was rewarded, 

„Iwill now hear the excuses of jurors. I 
know that many of you who have come far 
will be pleased with the opportunity you will 
have while here to see the Exposition and the 
Fair, but Iwant to warn you that Jam more 
ready to hear excuses now than Iwill de tour 
or five days hence. 

The bar smiled and eight jurors lined up in 
front of the bench to present their excuses. 
Five returned to their seats and then went 
away happy. 

Then came motions. The District Attorney 
bad filed exceptions to am answer in one of 
the suits to nuilifya deeree of natural- 
imation. He wanted a hearing 
on the exceptions, but there wus 
none. In an easy fatherly way the Justice in- 
structed the defendant’s attorney on what bis 
answer should contain, practically sustaining 
the Goevernment’s exceptions. 

There were no further motions and the Jus- 
tice aud Judge Caldwell took up an appeal 
from the District Court. Jurors were excused 
for the day, Judge Thayer retired from the 
bench and the bar melted away.

The Bulls Disappointed by Yesterday's 
Market—W all Street Gossip. 


NEw YORK, 9a. m.—Several members of the 
brokerage fraternity said last evening that 
a considerable amount ot long stocks were 
sold out in liquidation yesterday afternoon 
and some on stop-loss orders by certain Orme

Some of the bull houses are not dis- 
posed te do anythiag until after Congress 
adjourns. The bears made aspecial drive at 
the Villards yesterday and 300 North American 
was sold after hours in the street at 36, against 
35% at the close. Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred was offered u down at 75. The big 
bears were greatly taken by surprise by the 
announced regular dividend of 1 per cent 
declared on Rock Island yesterday, three 
weeks ahead of time, but they rallied their 
forces again late in the day and bya furious 
raid finaily succeeded in getting the : price 
lower than ever. it was only brought about, 
however, by vigorous professional bammer- 
ing and very expensive laundry work. The 
bears, who have been trying to howl down 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, have given 
up the battle and are now trying something 
easier and are selling the Villards instead. 

Washingten, 9:40 a. m.—The Treasury 
gained $1,350,000 om balance yesterday, 

New York, 10 a. m.—London houses are 
still selling St. Paul freely. 

80 a. m.—Market opened with no feature, 
except selling of St. Paul by London, and the 
disposition of room traders to buy for a rally.

WoopsrTocg, Ontario, Sept. 23.—In the trial 
et Birchall, who has frequently been called 
‘Burchell, although the former spelling of the 
name is said by the prisoner to be the correct 
one, the Crown will call in all seventy-five 
witnesses, including anumber whose names 
have not yet been published. Missing links 
have been put in here and there where neces- 
sary, and new evidence which has cropped up 
from day to day has been filled in where it 
belongs, and the Crown ciaims now to have 
an unbroken chain of testimony. 

Among the exhibits which will be produced 
in court are the two bullets taken from the 
murdered man’s head, his clothing with the 
initials cut therefrom, the shirt-studs and 
‘cuffl-butteons worn by him, the gold tooth 
plate and the cigar case bearing his name, 


which led to the identification of the body 
and the 3 of the atrocious crime. 
TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
The conrt room was even more densely 
— wher court opened this morning than 
d was yesterday. Mrs. Birchall and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. West-Jones, occupied seats. Both 
wore Vells and were dressed well and in good 
taste. Mrs. Birchall looks ten years older 
than she did last March when she was a pris- 
oner at Niagara Falle. Sheis very thin and 
pale and marks of suffering are indelibly fixed 
on her face. The Grand Jury in the case of 
Mrs. Birchall reported no bill’’ this morn- 
ing on the charge against her of being acces- 
to the murder.

PELLEY CRO8S-EXAMINED. 

The first witness examined was young Pelley, 
who was nattily dressed in light clothes. He 
answered promptly and seemed to desire to 
tell all he knew of the ease. On cross-exam- 
ination by Mr. Blackstock no particular line 
seemed to be followed, but points were taken 
up here and there and dealt with. Pelley 
stated, among other things, that when 
Birchall and he had been ractic- 
ing signatures at the hotel, of 
which Mr. Osler made a great point 
yesterday, Birchall was equally engaged in 
this. Birchall also engaged in making 
sketches, in which he is an adept. It has 
been expected that Blackstock would give 
Pelley a hard time of it on cross-examination, 
but such was not the case, and all were sur- 
prised when the young man was allowed to 
stand down after fifteen minutes or so of 
cross-question ing. Evidertly it was 
Mr. Biackstock’s purpose to use 
the evidence of Pelley as the basis 
for the cross- examination of other 
witnesses, for instance—Pelley was made to 
state that Birchall wore evershoes which 
would tend to contradict evidence of the wit- 
nesses who say his boots were muddy, throw- 
ing doubt upon the identity of the man who 
was seen in Benwell’s company near the 
swamp. Again, Pelley admitted over and 
over again that Birchall discussed Benweli’s 
absence quite freely and showed no more so- 
licitude over 2 — man’s luggage than one fel- 
low traveler “— be expected to exhibit 
about another’s longings. He stated that 
— (Pelley) himself had first suggested the

This was 
broucht out in order toshow that Birchall, in 
saying when he identified the body 
that the clothes were different, 
was quite justified in making the 
remark. Pelley spoke throughout with a 
pronounced English accent, but his demeanor 
was without affectation and his evidence was 
given in a manner to impress the court with 
the idea that he was telling a plain, straight- 
forward story. 

CHARLES BENWELL 

Charles Benweli,brother of the murdered man, 
aswarthby, under. sized fellow,followed Pelly. 
He said he came to the trial in the place of his 
father, who is li in England. He identified 
the faise teeth and plate, the pencil case and 
ring placed in evidence, as belonging to his 
brother, He aiso identified the keys found on 
Birchali as his brother’s and says that with 
them he opened his brother’s desk and two 
trunks. He identified his brother’s hand- 
writing on the cigar-case found near the body 
and alsothe clothes worn bythe murdered 
man. He said his brother was of a cheerful 
disposition, was a tutor, studied a year in 
Switzerland, farmed a year and a half in New 
Zealand, then was idle two years before com 
ing to America with Birchall. 

Wm. Davis, acivil engineer, who made a 
survey of the locality of the murder, swore to 
its correctness. Surveyor Davis gave im- 

ortant evidence on the distance from East 

000’s station tothe place where the body 
was found. The defense will doubtless 
try to prove that it was impossibdie 
to walk that distance in the time at Birchall’s 
disposal in the locality on the day of the mur- 
der. Davis swore that the distance from the 
station and return is nine miles and forty- 
four-hundredths; that he made a test 
on July 15, on a warm afternoon, 
the total time of absence being three 
hours and (fifteen minutes, stopping 
twenty-seven minutes on the way, making 
the actual walking time two hours and forty- 
eight minutes. The q@itness admitted that 
the roads were dry, not muddy as in Febru- 
gary. He was dressed for walking and was 
not encumbered with a heavy pea jacket 
and mackinteshe ae Birchall was. 
Mr. Blackstock madethe witness admit that 
the underbrush was so thick in the swamp 
that it would bave deen practically impos- 
sible for a man to have carried a body of his 
own weight through the swamp, showing 
that Benwell must have been shot down at the 
spot where his body was found.

UNITED FEDERATION 


FAVORED BY THE RAILWAY CONDUCTORS 
AND LOCOMOTIVE FIREMAN. 


The Switchmen’s Convention at Buffalo, 
N. ¥.—Secret Meeting of RBRepresenta- 
tives of Street Railway Empleyes’ 
Unions in New York—The Men Watched 
by spies of the Kailway Oempanies— 
Labor News. 


BUBBALO, N. T., Sept. 2. —At yesterday’s 
session of the Switchmen’s Convention news 
was received from Toledo that the Brother- 
hood of Railway Conductors had declared in 
favor of united federation as against system 
federation. Like information was recsived 
from the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
in session at San Francisco. This is a feather 
in the cap of the United Federation of Rallway 
Employes. The conductors and firemen vre- 
vious to this were allied with the Federation 
solely through the action of their 
Grand officers. Now « the gen- 
eral Organizations have approved of 
that action. Up to a late hour last night no 
answer had been received from President De- 
pew in replyto the second communication 
begging him to reinstate the eighty-five Buf- 
falo switchmen who went out on the strike. 


The convention is at work on certain reso- 
lutions which will be given out to-day. 

At this morning’s session the following 
officers were elected for the ensuing year: 
Grand Master, Frank Sweeney, Chicago; 
Vice Graud Master, John D. Owner, 
Chicago; Grand Organizer, M. W. Bar- 
rett, Kansas City; W. M. Simsrott, the Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer, holds over for one 
year. Directors: John E. Wilson, La Crosse, 
Wis.; W. C. R. Davis, Joliet, III.; Geo. Law, 
Chicago; John A. Hall, ex- Grand Organizer, 
was appointed editor and manager of the 
Swtichmen’s Journal. 


Helding a Secret Meeting. 


NEw YorK, Sept. 23.—National Trades Die- 
trict 22, Knights of Labor, composed of horse 
car employes of this city, Chicago, Rechester, 
Buffalo, Detroit, Indianapolis, Cleveland, 
Albany, Omaha and other cities, is holding its 


annual convention in this city. Ever sinee 
the last tie-up in thiscity sfforts have been 
made to reorganize the. local assemblies, and 
the railroad companies have had spotters en- 
gaged to watch the men to find out what was 
being done. In consequence of this a 
vory secret meeting was held yesterday in an 
uptown hall, over which Master Workman Jas. 
H. Magee presided. Delegates were present 
from the various cities, representing about 
20,000 Knights. Master Workman Magee 
spoke of the attacks made upon the order and 
of how local assemblies inthis city had been 
disrupted and men blacklisted. o advised 
that all business be transacted inthe closest 
secrecy, as the railroad companies’ agents 
were wide-awake and were anxious to find out 
whatthey had done. A committee was ap- 
pointed on credentials, and reports were 
made from all parts of the country showing 
that in some cities the organization was, per- 
fect. Officers will be elécted to-day. The 
master workman will probably be selected 
from Chicago, this city or from Lynn. 


The Merocco Trade Trouble. 


Lrxx, Mass., Sept. 23.—The trouble in the 
morocco trade in Lynn is assuming a more 
serious outlook than at any time since it 
started five weeks ago, there being be@veen 


700 and 800 men out of employment. John T. 
Moulton, who owns the factory where the 
trouble started, nad started a free shop, and 
has now three non-union men from Boston at 
work. Large crowds of people are accustoined 
to collect at the factory every night to see the 
‘‘acabs’’ off. Mr. Moulton equipped his fac- 
tory with beds, a stove,cooking utensils, etc., 
yesterday, and hereafter his workmen will 
live in the shop.

THE ATTENDANCE AT THE EXPOSITION ON 
THE INCREASE. 


Value of the Exhibit Made by Seutheast Mis- 
souri—This Will Be Pythian Night and 
Te-Day Is Orphans’ Day — Immense 
Throng ia the Building Last Night—News 
Heard in the Naves. 


OUTHEAST MISSOURI 

makes a display in 

the Exposition which is 
oe well worth a visit. It is 
in the Thirteenth street 
nave and is in charee of 
Geo. H. Crumb, Secre- 
tary of the Southeast 
Missouri Immigration 
Society. It is am exhibit 
of samples of ores, 
stone, clays, etc. taken 
from deposits found in 
that section of the 
State. There are twenty- 
five counties extending 
from St. Louis to the 
Arkansas line repre- 

' sented in the display. 
Of course there is little 
value to the specimens 
themselves, but each specimen represents a 
quarry or mine or some other property worth 
thousands and in some instances millions. of 
dollars. Some of those properties are devel- 
oped and others are not. There ure twenty 
varieties of iron ore in the collection, about 
thirty or forty veins ot lead, ore from four or 
five copper mines, from three manganese 
mines, numerous specimens of zinc, a large 
collection of valuable claysand kaolins and 
twenty-seven beds of granite represented by 
specimens. There are also many varieties of 
sandstone, beautiful specimens of marble, 
and some of paint minerals and silver ores. A 


small display of grain and fruits is also made, 
but no expensive exhibit will be made until 
Fair week, when the display is 
to be enlarged in that particu- 
lar. Many of the specimens of stone 
shown are of particular interest to St. Louis 
as showing what a variety of building mate- 
rial the city can obtain almost at ite very door. 
Much of the stone has never before been seen 
in this city, and is exhibited now in hopes of 
introducing itinto this market. The atten- 
tion of Eastern capitalists has been drawn 
toward the exhibit and no doubt it will be the 
means of introducing a great deal of outgide 
capital into that section ot the State. South- 
east Missouri contains deposits of ores and 
stones of almost incalculable value, and all 
that is needed is money to develop them. If 
the same properties were in the East they 
would be developed to their limit and would 
be worth millions of dollars. Such valuable 
properties cannot remain forever unde- 
veloped, and once attention is called to the 
section there will bea boom there which will 
not stop until all the properties are taken in 
hand and developed.

CITY HALL NEWS. 


The Board of Public Improvements Opens 
a Large Number of Bids. 


At noon to-day the Boara of Public Improve- 
ments opened bids for a large quantity of 
street and alley improvements to be made 
this fall and next spring. 

The first granitoid alley to be built by the 
city was put under contract. This 
is somewhat in the nature of an experi- 
ment and will be ‘built just east 
of the Deposit Co. from Locust street 
to St. Charles street. The bids for Telford 
paving of Grand avenue from Shaw avenue to 


Arsenal street, Morgan street from Sarah 
street to Newstead avenue, and Twentieth 
street from Cass avenue to Madison 
street were also opened. The remainder of 
the bids were for work on one street to be 
macadamized, five streets to be graded, 
seven alleys to be graded, and seven 
alleys to be paved with limestone 
The board is making some experiments with 
granitoid alley contracts, making the paving 
between the building line and the curb of the 
abutting pavements of granitoid. Four of 
these entrance pavements are being put in on 
Eleventh street between Olive and Chestnut.

For several successive Saturdays the motion 
for a new trial Las been argued before Judge 
Grinnell, and yesterday it was decided ad- 
versely to the prisoner. The crime for which 
Purdy was sentenced to death was a deliberate 
and unprovoked murder. He left Mansfield, O., 
on the night of Sept. 16, 1889, in company with 
Reininger, to hunt ducks on the Oalumet 
Flats. Several days later Purdy returned 
alone and Reininger’s dead body was a short 
time after discovered onthe flats. Noone 
was able for several days to identify the body, 
but it was finally accomplished through the 
means of a young woman of Mansfieldy whose 
address was found on the dead man’s body. 
Some of Reininger’s belongings were found 
upon Purdy,and inthe trial before Judge 
Grinnell, ApH 23, he was sentenced to die. 
The case will now be taken to the Supreme 
Court. 


NEW YORK’S DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


A Cable Message Received From the Un- 
fortunate Emilie Ressi’s Mother. 


New YORK, Sept. 23.—G. A. Amberg ot Am- 
berg’s Theater received the following cable 
dispatch from Hamburg yesterday concerning 
Emllie Rossi, the young woman who commit- 
ted suicide with her sweetheart, Gustave 
Koch, a few days ago: 

‘*Know eyerything; await Harold (Emilie’s 
brother). He shail sell Emilie’s belong- 
ings and then return. Harold shal wire. 
Mamma. 


The bodies of both were cremated Sunday 
and the ashes were taken out ofthe retorts 
yesterday and placed in sealed metal boxes, 
It is understood that the ashes of Miss Rossi 
will be sent to her relatives in Germany. The 
ashes of Koch will probably be taken charge 
of by Mr. Falk, the photographer.

Pettitt has for a number of years had ent 
charge of the lawn tennis courts and tenn 
courtatthe Newport Casino. There he has 
had ample opportun'ties to perfect himself at 
both games. He is a fine lawn tennis player, 
but is frequently beaten by amateur experts 
atthe game. Tennis, however, is the game 
to which he has devoted most of his time, as 
there are no professionals of the former game 
in this country, and unt few in England. In

second day, when Pettitt pulled himself to- 
gether and won set after set until they were 
even atfiveall.

At one time Lambert was 
within one stroke of winning, when Pettitt 
made the effort of his life a pulied game, 
set, and match out of the fire. Since that 
time Pettitt has greatly improved, and Saun- 
ders has superseded Lambert in England.

HUNTING IN ILLINOIS. 

In some of the Northwestern States the 
shooting season opens earlier than the classic 
September, for in Minnesota and Dakota 
chicken and ducks may be shot on Aug. 1, but 
in Indiana it is Sept. 1 for chicken and ducks, 
and in Illinois Sept. 1 forducks and Sept. 16 
forchicken. As regards the last date there is 
some confusion, and many sportsmen bold 
that chicken may be shot in Iilinols on Sept. 
1. Whenthe law regarding chicken shooting 
was passed there was also a law passed con- 
cerning the shooting. of deer and turkey. 
It is Claimed that the season for shooting the 
bigger game was to bave commenced on Sept. 
15 and for chicken onthe list. In engrossing 
the laws a mistake was made and the turkey 
and deer season was made to commence Sept. 
1, whilethe chicken law read Sept. 15. The 
Attorney-General, however, holds that the 
lat must stand as it reads, and that the 15th 
is the proper date. Plenty of people begin to 
shoot on Sept. 1, and no one has been prose- 
cuted, for it is not thought that the Supreme 
Court would sustain aconviction if one was 
had. Nearly all the sportemen are agreeable 


to have the date Sept. 1 if the laws are én- 
forced, and to.this end an attempt will be 
madeatthe next session to have the execu- 
tion of the laws more thoroughly carried 
out. The principal thing asked for will be to 
havea game warden appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, wherever twenty-five citizens petition 
for one, provided there are not more than two 
in any one county, instead of having one war- 
den in each ot the three large cities. These 
wardens are to have the same police powers 
as a Sheriff, that isto say they may arrest on 
sight anyone caught in the act and not have 
to ask him to wait while u warrant is obtained. 
MISSOURI GAME LAW. 

The law in Missouri is as follows: Prairie 
chickens may be killed between Aug. 15 and 
Feb. 1, quail between Oct, 1 and Jan. 1, wood- 
cock between July land Jan. 20, turtle dove, 
meadow lark and plover between Aug. 
and Feb. 1, but itis unlawfulto vet or trap 

uall or chicken at any time of the year except 

or your own use and on yourown premises, 
and then only between Oct. 15 and Feb. 1. It 
is unlawful to shootor küll song or insect 
birds at any time of the year except for speci- 
mens, but persons on their own premises may 
kill wild birds wher destroying fruit or honey 


es. 

Prairie chickens are not found to any extent 
inthe vicinity of St. Louls. n the ’Frisco 
road, between here and Sullivan, they are 
said to be quite plentifui, although rather 
wild. In Illinols, on the C. & A., chickens 
are said to abound in the vicinity of Mitchell’s 
Btation and Nameko. On the Vandalialine 
Rose Lake Station is a favorite point, and on 
the Iilinols Central Waterloo is sald to bea 
favorable locality. In the vicinity of St. 
Charles chickens are rather numerous, and 
this is also a good point for quail. 

Woodcock are very scarce this season, 
although a few are said to be found along the 
Iilinois shore of the Mississippi River and in 
the vicinity of Meramec River. Turtie doves 
are quite plentiful in the vicinity of Pacific 
ey Valley Park, also in the woods in Eastern 

llinois. 

Ducks are found in great numbers around 
Chouteau Siough, north of Venice, III., 
Mitchell Station, Long Lake and Breezes Lake. 
Meadow lark are found near Baden on the 
Hall’s Ferry and Columbia Bottoms roads,and 
plover and rabbits are also quite plentiful in 
that violnity. 

sT. LOUIS CLUBS. 

There are a number of hunting and fishing 
clubs in St. Louis with club-houses within an 
accessible distance from thecity. Some of 
the members of the different clubs take their 
families to the club-houses for a few weeks’ 
recreation and some of the ladies become 
quite expert with the rifle and shot-gun. The 
following are the names of afewof the best 
known clubs: 

The Ourrent River 17 and Fishing Club 
on the Current River in Ripley County. Deer, 
wild cats, squirrels and an occasional bear 
are shot on the club grounds, while rock bass, 
large and small mouth bass, biack perch, 
pike and salmon are plentiful. 

The King’s Lake Hunting and Fishing Club, 
about eighteen miles above Darby. Duck, 
snipe, etc., are found in plentiful numbers in 
that vicinity, while the fishing is very good. 

The Kansas Ci'y Hunting and Fishing Club 
house is on the Current River, fourteen miles 
from the Current River Club house. A num- 
ber of St. Lou lsans belong to this club and 
the sport is very good in that vicinity. 

The st. Louis Gun Club has a house at Dar- 
denne, about thirty-two miles from St. Louis. 
The best hunting and fishing is found in that 
neighborhood, 

The Murdoch Lake Fishing Club house is 
about sixty miles from St. Loulsin Illinois. 
This ia one of the oldest clubs in the city, and 
the crowds which go there for an outing are 
the jolliest imaginable. The club has the ex- 
clusive privilege of Murdoch Lake and great 
stories are told of the catch made there. 

Big Lake, near Oenterville Station, is a 
rand place for duck hunting and fishing, and 
s only about eight miles from St. Louis via 

the Air Line. 
USELESS TO GO TO ARKANSAS. 

It has been the custom for Missouri hunters 
to make trips into Arkansas, as the game 
there is very plentifol and wilder than in 
Missour!, making very exciting sport. At tne 
last session of the Legislature, however, a 
law was passed prohibiting the taking out of 
the State of game killed there, so Missoari 
hunters will not go there this season, and 
there is no glory in returning home and tell- 
ing hunting stories with no trophies to 4x- 
aibit. Missouri hunters value their ,reputa- 
tion too much much for that. 

A very popsler trip is to troll down from 
Poplar Hluff, Mo., on the Black River to 
Pocahontas, Ark., a trip of about 200 miles, 
and latge catches are generally the result.

opinion contain thinly veiled sentiments. He 
would not like his little daughter to read it, 
Supt. Maxweil said yesterday that he did 
not think the matter worthy of discussion, as 
the whole question was supremely ridiculous, 
He was surprised that any one could find 
anything ia the poem to raise the least objec- 
tion to, although almost any sentenee that 
could be formed could be wrested from its 
original meaning 80 as to suggest something 
entirely different if a person desired. Dr. 
Maxwell intimated that noné of the criticisms 
made would cause him to withdraw the poem 
from the course ot study. He did not believe 
that there was a purer poem in English litera- 
ture. President Hendricks of the Board of 
Kducation says that he read the poem when a 
boy and afterwarde when he became a man, 
and he was surprised to find that any one 
could find any taintof immorality in it.
